ARMOK PI. ATE FRAUDS. 


The House Committee appointed to 


iavestigate the armor plate frauds has 
submitted a preliminary report. It 
finds the charges of fraud sustained 
and recommends that a number of the 
plates now in use be taken off the ves- 
sels and tested. It finds that the Gov- 
ernment Inspectors were negligent, but 
no charge of collusion with the con- 
tractors rests upon the Inspectors. 


The Committee finds that the Gen- 


eral Manager of the Carnegie Company, 
who is also a stockholder in the com- 
pany, knew of the frauds. 
It de- 


nounces the frauds as crimes, and says 
a 
money -compensation for such 


wrongs is inadequate atonement and 
it recommends that su?h frauds be 
made punishable as cr;mes. 


The Carnegie Company had a mon- 


opoly of the armor plate business. 
Foreign manufacturers were1 not per- 
mitted to compete with them and they 
bad the only factory in the United 
States capable of furnishing plates. 
Their love of luore exceeded their 
pa'riotism and for the sake of gain 
they would endanger the safety of a 
battleship by furnishing it with dt- 
fective armor and placing it at the 
mercy of the enemy. The committee 
truthfully says that a money cotupea- 
eation is inadequate for such rascality. 
Carnegie, should he ever return from 
the estates -which be has purchased in 
Europe with the money which he fraud- 
ulently accumulated in the United 
States, ought to be brought before the 
bar of justice to answer for the frauds 
which he has perpetrated on the Gov- 
ernment. Napoleon had men tried by 
drum-head court-martial and shot for 
less treason ible acts.

The Republican State Convention

NEW ENGLAND SATISFIED.

Wool is 
on the free list and all articles man- 
ufactured from wool are taxed, Tim 
protects the manufacturers but not the 
woolgrowers.

Kinley act as well as under the new 
bill. Masaohasetts shoemakers claim 
that free hides enable them to com- 
pete with European shoemakers, yel 
boots and shoes are taxed, though 
brogans for the French army are some- 
times made in Massachusetts.

A BtlNANZ* AT KKKNEDY 


Kigtit feet of Gold Ore in tha Imperial 


Mine—The Ore Assays $lOi in gold 
to the Ton. 
The Neiv Era publishes an extra giv- 


ing a detailed account of the bonanza 
discovered in the Imperial mine at 
Kennedy. The ore body was cut at a 
depth of 125 feet from the surface. 


The New Era says: 
J. F. Wardner, the Manager of the 


Imperial did not buy a bonanza three 
months ago, but took tbe Imperial on 
its merits as a pure business venture 
governed by the profit and loss. There 
was the ore exposed in five tunnels, 
here were the returns from bis samples, 
the maximum mining and milling ex- 
penses would be so much, the credit 
balance was so much, and thus the 
worth of the property estimated. After 
three months development, a different 
condition of things exists, and the ac- 
umen of a business man is not an 
essential; for an ore body is uncovered 
which has a commercial value as it 
comes from the mine, with a margin so 
lucrative that it could not be destroyed 
by mismanagement. 


The surface ore is red oxide carrying 


a large per cent of free gold, a small 
per cent of yellow lead, with a little sil- 
ver, and what is said of the Imperial, 
appertains to the claims of tbe camp. 
As depth was attained, especially at tbe 
water level, the red oxide gave place to 
pyrites—sulphurets of iron—with a 
slightly increased percentage of lead 
wetb bore and there a nodule of galena 
Below the water level the vein grew 
stronger and more lead appeared, until 
at tbe point in the winze in No. 3 Tun- 
nel from where the north and south 
drifts were started, the vein showed 4 
per cent of lead, oarrj ing a slightly in- 
creased amount of gold. Ftom where 
the drifts were run, the winze had been 
sunk twenty feat and at that depth the 
bonanza appears in the form of a sul- 
phuret of lead—galena—whicb in the 
glare of a candle, sparkles by its cubic 
crystallization and cleavage. Three 
feet of lead ore camn to view and the 
next blast uncovered a solid ore body 
eight feet wide. A foot of the ore on 
the hanging wall was a clear, firm 
quartz, ribboned with metal, which 
when assayed yesterday afternoon, gave 
$104 23 in gold, 15.ounces in silver, but 
no lead. The seven feet intervening to 
the foot wall was a mass of galena and. 
the entire eight feet of tbe ledge aver- 
aged $20 in gold, 70 ounces in silver 
and 40 per cent lead. Tbe drift where 
a three-foot vein is opened, returned 


^7 53 in golJ. 17 75 ounces in silver 
and 5 per cent lead, 


A concentrated test made of the ore 


from the north drift and bottom of the 
winze, gave concentrates valued at $307 
a ton, of which $45 was lead, $100 silver 
and $18.3 gold, the lead reaching 72 per 
cent. Concentrates of this character 
would command a premium at any 
smelter, 


With the results of development work 


of the last two days at hand, the 
question arises i What is the Imperial 
mine ? Mr Wardner answers: "An im- 
mense concentrating property of pul- 
phurets of lead," and supports his 
statement by asserting that it will be 
proven the red oxide and pyrites of the 
surface are the iron capping of vast

10 shillings' worth of our gold, but to go 
lo mzirkot with would buy then as much 
probably as 7 y> sovereigns now would. 
Were tho sooruer allowed to break forth 
here, ho would probably tell how this 
high jriced and saintly carcass was 
treated by his people when Louis died, 
at the siego. of Tunis, 20 jrears later.
